The report of the Protector of Emigrants for the year 1878.79. 
It is satisfactory to observe that the marked increase in colonial emigra- 
tion which occurred in 1877-78 was in great measure maintained in the past 
ear. The number of emigrants despatched to the colonies fell off, but the 
decrease may be attributed rather to the fact that the demand of the colonies 
was not so large as in the previous year, than to any difficulty experienced in 
securing emigrants in the recruiting districts. In both years the operations 
of recruiters were facilitated by the prevalence of high prices in the districts 
4in which they were employed, and the number of emigrants who actually left 
Calcutta for the colonies was in excess of that for which requisitions were 
received by the Emigration Agents. The demand of the colonies and the 

number of emigrants despatched during the last three years stand thus :—

_ given by the Protector to the removal of abuses and the introduction of 
~ measures calculated to prevent their recurrence, and the Lieutenant-Gvernor 
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has no doubt that his efforts have effected some improvement in the working of 
the department. | 

2. Dr. Richards, Embarkation Agent at Goalundo, officiated as Protector 
of Emigrants throughout the year. Dr. Grant has since resumed charge of the 
appointment, and the report is submitted by him. 

8. The Licutenant-Governor’s views in connection with the amendment 
of the Colonial Enigration Act VII of 1871, which is at present under 
consideration, were communicated to the Government of India during the 
year. An improvement of the existing law is in many respects needed, 
and it is hoped that the necessary changes will be introduced under the new 
Act. Amendments of the rules for carrying out the provisions of the law have 
been approved by the Government of India, but their introduction will 
now be postponed in view of the proposed change in the law itself. The rules 
prescribing the shipment of not more than 25 women to every 100 men, during 
the months of August, September, and October, and of a larger proportion in 
succeeding months to make up the full complement of 40 women tc every 100 
men required for the whole season, which were introduced experimentally in 
1877-78, were enforced during the past season on all vessels, save those proceeding 
to the French colonies, in whose favour a special relaxation had been granted. 
Compliance with these rules las, however, been found a matter of extreme 
difficulty and inconvenience, and it would appear, from a special report lately 
received from the Protector, that the object aimed at by the experiment, namely, 
the reduction of infant mortality on board emigrant ships by restricting to a low 
proportion the number of women shipped during the monsoon or bad weather 
months, was not attained during the season. The Government of India has 
accordingly sanctioned the withdrawal of the rules from the commencement 
of next season. 

4, There were nine agencies in operation during the year, the number 
being the same as in the previous year. No recruiting for Grenada was carried 
on, but the place of that agency was filled up by the new agency opened for 
Fiji. With the ester ay of the Mauritius depét, which is at Bhowanipore, the 
depOts are all situated at Garden Reach, and three of them are on the river-side. 
Their sites are well chosen, and set are said to afford ample accommodation 
for large bouies of coolies, and facilities for embarkation. ‘The management of 
the depéts generally during the year was satisfactory, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor cordially acknowledges the assistance given by the Emigration Agents 
to the Protector, in the discharge of his duties. 

5. The total number of emigrants admitted into depét was 18,485 
arainst 22,544 in 1877-78, showing a decrease of 4,059. Admissions fell off 
from 3,044 to 1,316in the Mauritius depdét, from 9,668 to 7,263 in the Demerara 
depdt, from 1,156 to 232 in the Jamaica depét, from 724 to 268 in the St. 
Lucia depdt, and from 2,738 to 2,515 in the Guadeloupe depédt. The depdts 
in which admissions increased were those for Trinidad (from 2,821 to 3,093), 
Natal (from 1,515 to 2,161), and Surinam (from 604 to 1,045). The number 
admitted into the Fiji depdt was 597. 

6. The mortality in depdt was less than that which oecurred in 1877-78, 
the number of deaths in all the depdts together being 97, and the general death- 
rate *52 per cent., as compared with 168 deaths anda death-rate of ‘74 per 
cent. in 1877-78, ‘The Natal depdt, with a percentage of ‘97 against +15 in the 
previous year, shows the highest death-rate. It is explained that this serious 
increase was caused by an outbreak of cholera, which was, however, promptly. 
checked. The lowest death-rate is returned against the depéts for Trini = 4 
Jamaica, and St. Lucia. ‘The Trinidad depét, which shows a mortality of 
only 11 out of 3,093 admissions, or “35 per cent., was particularly healthy, 


A very satisfactory improvement is observed in the rate of mortality among _ 


children and infuuts in all the depdts. The percentage of deaths, calculate 


on the total strength of each group admitted into depOt in the past two 
years, has been—

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Cholera, dysentery, and chest-affection carried off the largest number of persons 
last year, and an outbreak of measles caused 13 deaths in the Demerara depdt. 
Only one case of small-pox was reported against 18 in 1877-78. | 

' 7 Except in the Jamaica, Natal, and Guadeloupe depdts, the average 
detention in depét shows a reduction. In tlhe Jamaica depdt the average 
detention rose from 37 to 62 days, owing, it is stated, to delay in the arrival 
of the return ship which had been chartered for the double voyage, and difficulty 
in procuring ballast cargo. The number of emigrants detained was fortunately 
small, and no fatal outbreak of sickness occurred during their detention, as 
only one death is returned for the whole season There were, as usual, some 
cases of prolonged detention in most of the depots on account of ill-health or 
other unavoidable causes. 

8. The number of licenses granted during the vear was 286 against 875 
in 1877-78 and 306 in 1876-77, while the percentage of cancellations was 14:68 
against 4°26 in 1877-78 and 8°92 in 1876-77. ‘The large increase of cancellations 
in the past year was tle result of vigorous efforts made by Dr. Richards to 
check the irregularities of recruiters. Among other irregularities brought to 
light, it was found that the employment of unlicensed assistants was freely 
resorted to by licensed recruiters, and that some sub-agents and recruiters hab- 
itually removed intending emigrants from their own to other districts for the pur- 
pose of registration, with the object, it would seem, of placing them quickly beyond 
the influence of their relatives and friends, who migit object to their emigrating. 
These practices are distinctly contrary to the law, and all the men found 
guilty of them were deprived of their licenses. At the instance of this Govern- 
ment, instructions were also issued by the Government of the North-Western 
Provinces and Oudh to its district officers, to supervise eurefully the proceed- 
ings of recruiters, so as to check completely the employment of unlicensed 
recruiters, and to make registration possible only in the districts in which the 
emigrants are recruited. As a further means of controlling the operations 
of the agencies, revised forms of the register of emigrants to be kept at each 
depot, of the report of arrivals and of the return of casualties, were prepared 
during the year, and have since been introduced. 

9. No change has been made in the torms offered to emigrants by the 
several colonies. The colony of Fiji, which, as already remarked, started 
operations for the first time last year, offers wages at the rate of one shilling a 
day to adult males, and nine pence a day to adult females, above the age of 
15 years. Children will receive remuneration according to the amount of work 
done by them. In all other respects the terms of engagement are idenrical with 
those for Trinidad. It was stated in the Resolution on the last report that a 
representation had been made to the Government of India in regard to 
a provision of the law of the French colonics, under which the Indian immi- 
grant, though entitled to a return passage under the Convention cnuiered into 
between the French and british Governments in 1861, might be deprived of 
his right to such passage in case of criminal or corrective condemnation in the 
local courts, An assurance has since been given by the French Government 
that the colonial law will in no case be enforced in contravention of the terms 
of the Convention, and the Lieutenant-Governor considers this a satisfactory 
settlement of the question. | 

10. The total number of statute adults indented for by the colonies, and 
the number actually despatched during the year, has been stated. ‘The number 
shipped was larger than the demand in every case, except Natal, to which only 
955 men were sent against a demand of 1,000, Leturn emigrants who 
re-emigrated were 472 in number, the majority going to Demerara and 
Trinidad. Demerara took 255, of whom 191 had previously been in the colony, 
and 91, including 66 old emigrants of the colony, went to ‘Trinidad. Mauritius 
would seem to stand next in popularity with this class of emigrants, 48 out of 
120 of its old emigrants who re-emigrated having gone back to the island. 

11. Great Siscropansion are again observed between the number of 
emigrants registered in the recruiting districts, as shown in the returns of the 
registering officers, and the number admitted into depot, as reported by the 


Agents. From the registering officers’ returns it appears. that 20,117 
persons were registered during the year, while the Agents’ wry: | account for 
of t. 


only 18,485 persons. The Lieutenant-Governor fears that 6 remaining

1,632 persons, not afew were turned adrift by the recruiter, after registration, 
without adequate provision for their return to their homes. One such case, 
in which 287 people were thus rejected, was actually brought to the 
notice of Government during the year. Instructions were issued to all regis- 
tering officers, in October 1878, to forward to the Protector a copy of ever 
registration under official endorsement, and to furnish him as soon as possible 
after the close of each month, with a list of all registrations effected during the 
month. The Governient of the North-Western Provinces were requested 
simultaneously to issue similar instructions to its officers. The Protector’s 
suggestion that that Government should now be addressed to this effect has there- 
fore been anticipated. It is probable that these instructions reached the regis- 
tering officers too late to produce any material effect on the returns for the past 
year; but the Licutenant-Governor hopes that they have since been carefully 
complied with, and that their good results will be apparent hereafter. 

12. Inclusive of 193 remaining from the previous year, the number of 
emigrants in dept during the past hie was 18,678. Of these, 15,848* were des- 
patched to the colonies, leaving a balance of 2,829, which is accounted for thus— 
rejected as unfit to labour, 1,168; dependents of those so rejected, 448; un- 
willing to emigrate, 96; claimed by relatives, 10; desertions, 549 ; deaths, 97 ; 
transferred to other agencies, 165; and remaining in depdt at the close of the 
year, 296. The percentage of emigrants rejected on the ground of unfitness 
continues large, and was especially high last year in the agencies for Natal, 
Surinam, Guadeloupe, and Fiji. The recruits of the Natal agency were, it appears, 
all examined and passed by the Civil Surgeons of the recruiting districts during 
the year, and the Surinam and Guadeloupe agencies have also since made 
arrangements for a similar examination of their recruits. The large number of 
rejections which the agents are neverthcless compelled to make in Calcutta 
indicates, however, that the medical examination in the recruiting districts is 
frequently carried out in the most inefficient manner. The Protector advocates, 
as an effective means of reducing the chances of rejection in Calcutta, the 
introduction of a provision in the law rendering medical examination prior to 
registration compulsory. This question has already been before the Govern- 
ment, and it is now again under discussion. | 

13. The percentage of recruits who finally declined to emigrate, and 
of those who were claimed by their relatives, was smaller than in the pre- 
vious year. Desertions also show a satisfactory falling off, the percentage 
on the total number of emigrants in depOt being only 2-93, as compared with 
4°59 in 1877-78. There was a marked change for the better in the Mauritius 
agency, and some improvement also took place in the Surinam agency, 
although the percentage in the latter 1s still very high. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is aware that a certain number of desertions, due to causes over 
which the agencies can exercise no control, are likely to occur every season; 
but the majority of the desertions of each season are always traceable to mal- 
practices or injudicious selection on the part of recruiters, and it is to the 
reduction of such cases that the Protector and the Agents should continue 
to direct their attention. Of the 296 emigrants remaining in depdt at the close 
of the year, 134 were waiting for a vessel to convey them to Mauritius, seven 
were orphans maintained by the Natal Government, and the remainder have 
since been released from their engagements and sent back to their homes. 

14. More than the prescribed minimum proportion of 40 women to 
every 100 men despatched during the season was secured for every colony, 
and all deficiencies of the previous season were also made up. together 
4,202 women and 9,213 men embarked during the year, and the proportion 
of women to every 100 men was thus 45°60, 

15. Of the emigrants of the year, 8,603 were reeruited from the North- 
Western Provinces, 4,266 from Oudh, 2,524 from Behar, 203 from Bengal, 120 
from Central India, 58 from Madras and Bombay, 40 from the Punjab, 38 from 
Native States, and 13 from Orissa. Oudh contributed 100 more than in the 
previous year, while the number received from Madras and Bombay fell off 
very largely, apparently on account of the termination of the famine in those 
provinces. As regards the remaining provinces, allowance being made for the 
reduced dempnd of the colonies, the proportion of the emigrants of the season 








° The number 16,866 shown in paragraph 1 includes 17 passengers, 
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| } contributed by each may be considered to have been the same as in 1877-78. It 


will be observed that more than one-half of the emigrants came from the North- 
Western Provinces, more than one-fourth from Oudh, and nearly one-sixth 


_from Behar, and that only 472 emigrants altogether were recruited elsewhere. 


The recruits from Bengal were, as usual, fewin number. Of the total number of 
emigrants, 2,179 were Mussulmans and 13,686 Hindoos, and, of the latter, 1,450 
were returned as Brahmins, 5,296 as agriculturists, 595 ay artizans, and 6,845 
as belonging to low castes. 

16. One steamer and 32 sailing vessels were engaged in the conveyance 
of emigrants during the year, against one steamer and 37 sailing vessels in 
1877-78, and the average number of emigrants carried by each vessel was 
444 against 486 in 1877-78. With one exception, complete information has 
been received in regard to all the voyages. ‘The death-rate was, on the whole, 
less than in the previous season. ‘The highest percentage (4°46), which 
occurred on board the Plassey, is ascribed to an outbreak of measles. Cholera 
made its appearance on three vessels, causing 15 deaths in all. ‘The disease 
was most fatal on the Leonidas, on which nine deaths occurred among 18 emigrants 
attacked. The voyages appear to have been made in good time, except in the 
cases of the Jorwar (111 days to Guadeloupe) and the Lightning and the Sylhet 
(111 days and 108 days respectively to Demerara). In all other cases the 
voyage to Guadeloupe and Demerara occupied less than 100 days. The 
steamer employed during the year was despatched with 709 enngrants to 
Surinam, and accomplished the voyage in 66 days. 

17. The number of emigrants who returned from the colonies during the 
year, the amount of their acknowledged savings, and the mortality during the 
voyage, are shown in the following statement— 
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In 1877-78 the number of return emigrants was 2,544, the aggregate 
savings amounted to Rs. 4,72,927, and the average savings to Rs. 185-14-4, 
The very high Poe of mortality shown against the vessel which brought 
back the Natal emigrants last year is uccounted for by the small number of 
assengers on board, the number of deaths having been four only. —e 


owever, to the very sickly condition of the emigrants, as separately reported, 


the Lieutenant-Governor thinks it a matter for regret that no medical officer 
was provided for the vessel.

year. The conduct of the Collector, Baboo Jogendro Nath Mookerjee, was 
considered by the Sub-Committee, who enquired into the avorking of the-depart- 
ment, to have been ‘‘ unsatisfactory, suspicious, and culpably negligent, and that 
of his brother-in-law, Judoo Nath Chuckerbutty, fraudulent and dishonest.” He 
was accordingly replaced on the 6th September by Baboo Chunder Seekur Bose. 
Mr. Pedler was gas and water analyst. Four elections for filling up vaeancies 
in the representation of Wards N. os. 13, 15, 16, and 17 were held during the 
year, and seven Commissioners were appointed by Government to replace 
an equal number of vacancies among Government nominees. | 

3. The Commissioners held four quarterly meetings and two adjourned 
quarterly meetings; six special and thirteen special 
general mectings, besides 182 Committed meetings. 

The total number of meetings therefore held during the year Wis ‘f57. The 
attendance of the elected Commissioners at these mectings appear to have been 
fair; four Commissioners attended oyer 100 meetings, seven between 50 and 100 
meetings, seven between 30 and 40, thirteen between 10 and 29; fifteen attended 
less than ten mee:ings, and two attended none. Of the nominated Commis- 
sioners, one attended 52 meetings, one 58, one 37, one 22, and the rest'between ; 
one and thirteen meetings. Considering that.most of the Comunissioners are 
men of business, the attendance of many of them, especially of the elected 
Commissioners, is creditable. At the same time two of the Comunissioners 
wholly neglected their duties, whilst fifteen performed them in a very insufficient 
manner. 

4, The Standing Committees, by the aid of which the work of adminis- 
tration was previously carried on, were combined 
during the year in a single Committee called the 

Town Council. It resulted from this that almost the whole of the Comniis- 
sioners were members of the ‘Town Council, and the advantage to be derived 
from a Sub-Committee delegated to dispose of the less important business 
and prepure questions for the general meetings was in a great measure lost 
owing to the size of the Council, The Licutenant-Governor is glad to observe 
that the newly-elected Commissioners have taken steps to remedy this defect 
and to reduce the Town Council to a more workable size; but at the same time 
His Honor sees no reason to change the opinion he expressed in the resolution 
on the report for 1877, that the burden of managing the municipality is unequal] 
distributed by confiding all such work to a single Committee charged wit 
the superintendence of all branches of administration. 

5. The Commissioners have effected reforms in some of the more import- , 
ant departments of the Municipality. The system of collecting the rates and 
taxes by a paid collector, which was introduced by the Justices in 1876, was 
found, by a Special Committee appointed during the year under review, to be 
fraught with gross defects and abuses in its working. It was aecordingl 
abandoned, end the former plan of entrusting the collection of the dtes toan 
agency paid by commission was reverted to; it is reported that it is working? wa 
satisfactorily. . The Night-soil Department was also revised and a new scale of = si 
fees was adopted, in order to mect the deficit which the working of the 
department under the old seale entailed, The scale is described as tentative, - 
and any surplus it may yield is to be applied to lowering the rates upon the  ~ 
poorer classes. . 

6. The subject of the management of the municipal markets also is 
much of the attention of the Commissioners, and a Special Committee was. nt 
appointed to enquire into their working. The Committee met several times ~~ 
and examined a large number of witnesses who brought to light gross ~ 
ubuses. It is to be regretted that the report of the Committee, which was ap- — 
winted in 1877, was not ready for submission by the closesof 1878, Thai 
T isntanent-Govaitbk hopes that the results of the labours of the Committee will 
be made public before long. He is, however, glad to learn that several chang os 
have in the meantime been made with the object of ameliorating the mar Ses ae 
ment of the markets, and that a Visiting Committee has been appointed to 
inspect them‘and to suggest improvements. © Rd | 
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ro 7. As the huts in the town had never been properly numbered, assessed, 
4, and registered, their assessment was undertaken and completed during the year 
after six months’ afduous labour. Retrenchments in establishment were made to 
the extent of Rs, 89,100 per annum, and a carefully framed code of bye-laws 
was passed with the sanction of Government. 
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8. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find from the present report that 
the finances of the Municipality continued during 

the year under report to show very unsatisfactory 
: results. In the Resolution on the report for 1877, the attention of the 
' . Commissioners was pointedly drawn to the necessity of improving the state 
of the municipal finances, and of introducing the reforms which were so 
-urgently needed in every branch of the Municipality. This Resolution bears 
date the 2nd:December 1878, when the operations ofthe year were drawing toa 

close. . The Commissioners now explain that ‘the debt and deficit of the 

- preceding year,—the retarded collections owing to an unfortunate change in 
the form of rate bills, which threw back the writing of the bills for several 
months,—the enquiry into the abuses of the Collectorate coming in the middle 

of the year, and necessarily affecting the collections,—the excess expenditure 

over budget grants, partly incurred by the Chairman without authority, and 
partly sanctioned by the Commissioners in consequence of pressing but unfore- 

seen demands,—all these circumstances tended to disturb seriously the equili- 
brium between income and expenditure, which the Commissioners have 
endeavoured to restore in I879 by having recourse on the one hand to 

® — retrenchment and economy, and on the other to the full measure of the house- 
rate sanctioned by the law.” The Lieutenant-Governor observes with satisfac- 
tion that the Commissioners have thus fully recognized the absolute necessity of 


Municipal finance.

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27. In 1878, 64,247 lineal feet, or 12°16 miles of new sewers were 
constructed: The total length of sewers now — 
, constructed amounts to 139°33 miles,* still leaving: 
48:46 miles to be constructed. The number of premises connected with the - 
street sewers during the year was 1,308, thus raising the total number of, 
houses so connected to 12,898. | 

The important question of how to dispose of the storm water passing 
through the town sewers without contaminating the waters of the Circular 
Canal was discussed between the Calcutta —— aud the Canal authorities 
during the year. A scheme has been devised and is now being. carried out 
by whieh the storm water will be conveyed to the Salt Water Lakes by a 
separate system of sewers and channels, arranged so as to provide at the same. 
time for the drainage of the suburbs, which lie between the Canal and the 
Circular Road, and of certain portions of Baliaghatta and Entally. 


28. The Lieutenant-Governor has read with satisfaction the account of 
eee the progress made during the year in the direction 
' of bustee reform. About 14 miles of the most 
offensive drains which formerly intersected these neighbourhoods have been 
filled up, a work which has contributed materially to improve the sanitary con- 
dition of what had until lately formed the most noxious portions of the city. 
The sites of most of the drains have been converted into rosie and so pipe-sewered 
as to drain the adjoining lands which are consequently now not so damp 
as they formerly used to be. Several roads have been made through these 
bustees by their owners, and the width of others has been increased so as 
to make them accessible to conservancy carts. More than a thousand privies 
have been built in the dustecs for the accommodation of the inhabitants, and 
for the prevention of the defilement of waste lands. 


Drainage. 


29. Improved conservancy arrangements have also been made during the 
year for the cleanliness of gowala bustecs or hamlets inhabited by milkmen. A 
arge number of gowalas have been removed from the town, and the eow-houses 
of others have been improved. The refuse from the existing sheds is dail 
removed by the Conservancy Department at a charge of four annas per head of 
cattle. 


30. In consequence of ; defect in the law, which does not make the 
. - filling up of foul wells compulsory, the operations 
iiaiaiaianels Diaaaaatiaiiidiea in regard to wells ave baba’ indie ds the 
filling up of those which the owners give permission to fill up. During 
the year under report 38 foul tanks were taken up by the Engineer’s Depart- 
ment for the purpose of filling them up with town sweepings. Of these, 
it is reported, 31 have been completed. Altogether 66 tanks have been 
filled up in this way. Several private tanks have been at the same time improved 
through the agency of the Conservancy Department at the-cost of the own 
Much, however, still remains to be done in this direction. It appears from ~ 
paragraph 72 of the report that 518 tanks require to be filled up, besides a 
number of hollows which, though not strictly tanks, are receptacles of filthy 
water and require to be reclaimed even more urgently than tanks. The 
area represented by the above number of tanks is 484-43 acres, with a capacity of 
422,035,416 cubic fect. The materials available for filling them, namely 
the sweepings of the town, have been estimated at 15,075 cubic feet per diem, 
but after making allowance for shrinkage and contraction, these figures must 
be reduced to 3,359 cubic feet per diem, or about 1,200,000 cubic feet perannum. — 
It will ‘therefore take an indefinite period before the Commissioners canin —~ 
this manner fill up all the tanks in the town. The represent, however, as 
that there is no immediate ee for such general reclamation; it would be 
inexpedient to have all the tanks filled up at once, until the water-supply of the ~ 
town is so extended as to meet the whole of the requiveassetlamiietiia ople.

37. ‘The Commissioners devote a portion of their report to an account of , 
the proceedings for the assessment and.collection 
of the license tax in Calcutta, and the report of the 
Chairman is forwarded as an annexure. The appeal benches held 102 sittings 
and disposed of 2,375 objections. The Government has already in the 
Resolution on the License Tax report of the Board of Revenue expressed its 
sense of the services rendered by the Commissioners who at the sacrifice of 
their own time and leisure sat on these benches. The Lieutenant-Governor 
cannot, however, admit the force of the objection to which so much weight 
isattached, that the Commissioners could not co-operate with the Chairman 
in assisting in the assessment of the tax “as they could not consistently perform 
the functions of assessors and appellate authority at the same time.” This 
argument loses all its weight unless the same Commissioners who assisted the 
Chairman in revising the assessment afterwards sat upon the appellate bench, 
As this could have been in no way necessary, the Lieutenant-Governor must 
express his regret that much valuable local information was thereby lost to the 
Chairman.

Report on Inland Emigration for the year 1875-79. 


Tue office of Superintendent of Emigration was held by Dr. Vincent 
Richards during the whole of the year under report. The report is submitted 
by Dr. Grant, the permanent incumbent of the appointment, who has returned 
from furlough since the close of the year. 


2. In the first paragraph of the resolution onthe report for 1877-78, 
reference was made to the difficulty experienced in procuring accurate or com- 
plete statistics in the case of sirdari gangs of coolies proceeding independently 
Iedaee C) to the labour districts, and the necessity itor obtaining more accurate 
statistics both of sirdari and of constractors’ coolies was strongly insisted on. 
Registering officers were accordingly directed during the past year to forward 
to the Superintendent of Emigration every registration effected, and abstracts 
of all the contracts executed by emigrants witl recruiters and garden sirdars, 
and with the view of supplementing these arrangements, and further securing 
the accuracy of the statistics of district registration, new forms of returns were 

rescribed, which will give full particulars regarding all the coolies registered 
in the several districts of Bengal. It may be hoped that in future the returns 
will show far greater accuracy than has hitherto been attained. 


8. The provisions of the Inland Emigration Act having been extended to 
the district of Chittagong and to the Chittagong Hill Tracts by Act II of 1878, 
the Magistrate of Chittagong and the Deputy Commissioner of the Hill Tracts 
were made ex-officio Inspectors of Laborers, and an annual rate of 12 annas was 
fixed as the rate to be paid by all employers of labour for each labourer 
serving in those districts under a contract to labour. ‘Vhe first annual report of 
the Magistrate of Chittagong was received in May last, and has been separately” 
disposed of. Various modifications of the rules under the Act were effected 
during the year with the object of improving generally the working of the 
‘department. The most important of them, which were designed for reducing 
the risks to their health to which emigrants are exposed during the river passage 
to the labour districts, will be noticed further on. 


| 4. The number of contractors licensed to recruit and forward labourers 
was twenty, or six less than last year. Three men retired from business during 
i the year, and two were refused a renewal of their licenses, while two others 
had their licenses practicallyesuspended for considerable periods, in conse- 
- . quence of tle unsatisfactory manner in which their business was conducted. 
Sy The system adopted by some of the Calcutta firms interested in the supply 
of labour to the tea districts, of establishing depéts, and obtaining contractors 
seRia licenses for their own special agents, appears likely to produce marked results on 
the character of recruiting operations in Bengal. The Lieutenant-Governor 
.@ agrees with Dr. Grant that a system which places the supply of labour more 
immediately in the hands of those interested in the work for which the 
- Jabourers are wanted has decided advantages over the system of employing 
as professional agents hitherto in vogue.

| 8. These statements exhibit in a comprehensive form the losses from all 
causes at various stages of the journey sustained by the different recruitin 
and contracting agencies, from the time when the coolies were collecte 
together till the time when they landed in the labour districts. The 
* losses are due to detention by the authorities, to discharges, to rejections 
for unfitness, to incapacity to proceed on the journey on account of 
sickness or otber infirmity, to desertions, and to death. The first statement 
7 shows: that 25,712 coolies were collected together for the purpose of being 
. istered, that 504 out of that number were lost to the recruiters before 
the remainder were despatched to Calcutta, and that 497 were lost on the way 
- down; making a total loss of 1,001 souls. At Calcutta 1,780, who were 
~~. © in depét at the close of the preceding year, were added to the remainder, giving 
. . @ total in the Calcutta depots of 26,493. Out of these, 2,958 were lost to the 
» recruiters at Calcutta, and 4 were lost on the way to Goalundo, reducing 
i the number that arrived at Goalundo to 21,541.

Act (VI of 1876), and the remaining 103 estates have been released from , 
attachment since the close of the year. : . 

6, Excluding the eleven estates from which no returns have been received, 
the current demand of Government revenue on all the estates under the char 
of the Revenue authorities was Rs. 23,71,370, and the arrear demand was 
Rs. 5,18,222, making a total of Rs. 28,89,592. The payments of revenue 
amounted to Rs, 26,20,683, and the remissions to Rs. 3,041, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 2,73,125. It is to be observed that in these figures, as well as in those 
of the suceeeding”paragraphs, it is understood that the payments include some 
items Pe belonging to the accounts of the following year, and consequently 
the totals the payments, remissions, and balances do not with the 
total shown under the head of demand, It would have been better if this 
apparent discrepancy had been explained in the report. Nearly one-half of 
the total balance was due from a single estate in the Presidency Division, 
which was brought under management in the middle of the year. At the 
same time, since the title of Government to its revenue should e precedence 
of the claims of all other creditors, no arrears of this kind should be allowed 
to occur, and the Board have very properly issued a circular on the subject 
to the officers concerned. It affords a significant comment onthe importanee 
to Government of the somewhat stringent provisions of the present sale law, 
that it should be found that, in estates which are exempted from sale for atrears, 
the ‘balances of unpaid revenue amount to nearly 10 per cent. on the demand, 
even though the estates are under the direct control of the officers of Govern- 
ment. 

6. The total demand of rent due to superior landlords was Rs. 7,00,458, 
of which Rs. 4,85,836 were paid, and Rs, 193 remitted, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 2,14,488. This amount is in excess of the corresponding balauce of the | 
previous year, and the explanation given of this imerease is not altogether®.”

Under instructions from the Secretary of State, the Board were 
requested” to include in their report figures showing the incidence of the road 
cess and public works cess upon the several estates under management, and 
the extent to which the estates had been reimbursed for these payments by 
recoveries from the ryots. This return has not been furnished in a complete 
form; but the required figures for 130 of the estates under the Court have ian 
given in Appendix ©, from which it appears that the estates were entitled te 
recover-about §1 per cent. of the total Government demand on account of 
these cesses, and that about 83 per cent. of the recoverable amount was actually 
recovered. The Board remark that native proprictors managing their own 
estates are in a much better position than the Court of Wards ior enforcing 
the realizution of these demands; and it would therefore seem that there is 
little foundation for the complaint which has sometimes been made, that the 
Jaw requires landholders to make payments which they have little prospect of 
afterwards recovering from their tate fee and ryots. 

9. The cost of management of wards’ estates was 13 per cent. on the 
current demand, being somewhat higher than the percentage shown im last 
year’s report. Attached estates were much more cheaply managed, the corre- 
Panging Charge for them being only 4 per cent., a difference which is ascribed 

rincipally to the very low cost at which the oxtensive Syudpore Trust 
Estate is managed, this estate being let out in putnee. ‘The total charges for 
ment were Rs. 10,26,551 on a current demand of Rs. 78,59,795. The 

Board justly observe that no uniform percentage of cost can be looked for ; 
but it seems desirable that in every case in which the charges exceed 20 per 
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eent., a special report, with a view to their reduction, should be called for from _

~ (10. The result of the litigation of the year was generally satisfactory. 
Important suits were carried on in seven estates; and in four of these cases 
decisions were given in favour of the Court. The suits in the other three cases 
were still pending at the close of the year. 

11. Burdwan Division—The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to see ‘that 
there has been no improvement in the collections on the Chakdighi estate, the 
eondition of which was unfavourably noticed in the resolution on last year’s 
report. The tenantry are stated to have had an exceedingly prosperous 
season, and asthe estate has been in charge since 1874, any revision of the rent- 
roll which was necessary should have been long ago carried out. The large 

+ estate of Mysadul in Midnapore, with a gross rental of Rs. 4,360,652, and a net

future management. The remaining important estates in this division are ~ 
those of Satkhira, Nuddea, and Nushirpore. In all these the expenses of — 
management were small, and the collections of rent were satisfactory, except — 
in Satkhira, where frequent changes in the office of manager caused —_ 
off. The Lieutenant-Governor observes with much satisfaction the mark 
improvement which has taken place in the estates in Moorshedabad, since the 
assumption of office by the present general manager. . 

13. Rajshahye and Cooch Behar Division —The attention of the Board 
should be drawn to the high cost of management in several of the Din 
estates in this division. ‘The principal estate in the division is the Chaklajat, 
or zemindary property of the Rajah of Cooch Behar. This estate was success- 
fully administered, and the high cost of management (32 Pe cent.) is due to 
operations undertaken for survey and re-settlement, which have resulted in a 
large increase of the rental. | 

14. Dacca Livision—The only large estate is that of Juggutkishore. 
Acharjya in Mymensingh, which came under the charge of the Court in 1876, - 
heavily burdened with debt. Above four lakhs have since been paid off, bufa — 
balance of nearly five lakhs still remains due, and the annual charge for interest ~ 
is Rs. 33,914. The pendency of a suit in which the minor’s title was contested 
has hitherto somewhat fettered the Court in the management of the property ; 
but this suit has now been decided in the minor’s favour, and as the net income 
of the estate is considerable, it may be hoped that the balance of debt will 
speedily be liquidated. The estate of Gungagovind Sein in ky se 
was released during the year, after having been in charge of the Court 
for six years, during which the annual net profits were raised from Rs, 11,484 
to Rs. 17,446. 5 “R 

15. Chittagong Division.—The estates in this division call for no special 
remark, The estate of Romesh Chunder Chowdhry was taken charge of by 
the Court in December 1878, on the application of the minor’s grandmother. 
The accounts are reported to be in a very confused state, and it is probable 
that a portion of the property will have to be sold to satisfy the outstanding 
debts. . 

16. Patna Division —The importance of the Court’s -operations in ‘this 
division will appear from the fact that the Government revenue of the 
estates in charge is Rs, 5,66,318, and that the current annudl demand of — 
rent is no less than Rs. 55,42,134. The major part of this is of course due to 
the returns of the great estate of Durbhunga, which has been released since — 
the close of the year, the Maharajah having been formally installed in 
possession of his property in September last. The Deo estate in Gya, belong- 
ing to Maharajah Sir Joy Prokash Singh, which was taken charge’ of in 1877 * 
at the owner’s request, was restored to him. at his instance in July last. 
The Maharajah apparently entertains insuperable objections to the sale of any — 

rtion of the property, though persistence in this course is only too likely to — 
load to the eventual sacrifice of the whole, as the debts on the estate amount to 
about ten lakhs of rupees. | 


The report contains a detailed and interesting account of the manage: 
ment of the Durbhunga estate during the year. Fair progress was made with 
the survey of the estate, and the irrigation works lately completed in the

. The system of direct collections by circlé officers, int 
continued to work satisfactorily. The expenses of management, includi 
cost of the survey operations, were 15 per cent. on the actual collections. 
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ya of the year was successful, 358 suits having been decided in favour 
of the Raj, and only 41 against it. The administration was attended by un- 
favourable results in only two particulars—in the realization of outstandin 
decrees, and in the recovery of Government cesses from under-tenants an 
ryots. On the whole, it may be said that the management was conducted upon 
sound principles efficiently carried out, and that the results are highly credit- 
able to the manager and his subordinates. 

- The Narhan estate in the Durbhunga district was taken in charge by the 
Court in June 1877, with debts exceeding 5} lakhs of rupees, the net income 
being about 1} lakhs. The debt has been reduced to a little more than 4} lakhs, 
but unless‘a part of the estate is sold, a sacrifice which the family are very 
unwilling to imcur, it will take 10 or 12 years to free the property from debt. 
The Board should insist upon more energy being shown in the collection of rent 
and the recovery of cesses. As a large part of the arrears are due from farmers, 
there ought to be no great difficulty in realizing the demands. 

The management of the estatesin the Sarun district appears to éall for the 
vigilant-supervision of the Court..~The high cost of management is noticed in 
the report; ‘and the narrative whicli is given of the administration of the estate 
of Shedprasad Parbut is calculated to five rise to serious doubts of the compe- 
tency of the general manager of wards’ estates in the district. 

17. Bhagulpore Division —The two principal estates under the Court in 
this division are the Surjapore estate in Purncah and the Chanchal estate in 
Maldah, each of which fag a net income of nearly a lakh of rupees. The 
management of the former of these estates was very successful. The debts, 
which at one time exceeded 12 lakhs of rupees, are being rapidly paid off, 
and the rent collections of the year were excellent. The minors are bein 

‘educated at the Waras’ Institution at Benares. The returns for the Chancha 
estate are not so favourable. The Board are not satisfied with the progress 
made with the new settlement, and a large sum has been spent upon a suit 
brought in the name of one of the wards to contest the validity of an adoption 
made by the other. Under the circumstances of the case, this expenditure could 
mot be avoided, but the Lieutenant-Governor trusts that the Board and the 

1 Remembrancer will carefully watch the progress of the litigation, and 
will see that no unnecessary costs are incurred. 

18. Orissa Division—The.low cost of management in this division is very 
noticeable, the average percentage being only 4°5 on the current demand of 
rent. In the Kanika estate in Cuttack, which is the only large property under 
the charge of the Court, debts to the amount of Rs. 53,600 were paid off during 
the year, and it may be hoped that this estate, which was burdened with a 
debt of Rs. 4,38,041 when taken in charge, will he shown in next year’s report 
as entirely free from debt. The Sukinda estate in Cuttack was taken charge of 
during the year, under a precept from the Civil Court. 

19. Chota Nagpore Division.—In the Dhanwar estate in this division the 
the high cost of management is due, it is presumed, to the expenditure on 
the survey operations. The Lieutenant-Governor observes that the -return for 
last year showed an unpaid debt of Its. 5,000, and that the same amount is 
shown in the present report, although there is a considerable cash balance at cre- 
dit of the estate. In tle Chota Nagpore estate, the rent collections are stated to 
have been better than in previous years, and considerable progress has been 
made in freeitig the property from debt. Altogether, it may be said that this

The Board of Revenue recommend that the Institution 
should be more closely connected with the Department of Public Instruction, 
an they think it desirable that the present Director, a native gentleman of tho 
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highest literary distinction, ‘but advanced in years, and oppressed by some 
physical infirmities, should be’ sueceeded by an English educational officer. 
An annual report kardly ‘seems. to be the proper place for the discussion of _ 
such a question as this, though the Lieutenant-Governor admits that the 
appointment of Director is one of which the importance can hard} 

‘ be rated too high. Although the immediate influence of the Director 1s 
confined to a small body of young men, each of these becomes a centre of 
influence in his turn; and the effect of habits acquired or principles inculcated — 
in the wards’ institution may be felt by thousands of humble ryots to whom 
the Court of Wards is an unknown name. To guide and govern those who 
will hereafter have to guide and govern others is a duty which demands special 
qualifications and involves unusual responsibilities. . | 

The Lieutenant-Governor is disposed to doubt the expediency of allowing 
/youths of 19 or 20 years of age to remain in the lower classes of the Hindu 
/ school. Such youths have evidently no taste for learning, and they cannot 
' yeceive, in a large class, the personal attention and supervision which their

™ | capacities require. It would be better if arrangements could be smade for 
allowing them to study in the institution “itself, under the eye of the:resident 
es teacher. he 


T'wo wards were removed from the institution during the year and two 
new wards were admitted. ‘The health of the inmates was uniformly good; 
active out-door exercise is encouraged, and most of the boys are good riders, 
The Director reports favourably of their conduct during the year, and of their 
general attention to the rules of the institution. 

21. The now Act for regulating the-Court of Wards, Act IX (B.C.) of 
1879, which was passed since the close of the year, contains some useful modi- 
fications of the former law on the subject. The Board of Revenue is now . 
constituted the Court of Wards for the whole province. The Court is allowed 
a discretion to undertake or to decline the charge of estates which the Civil 
Court may desire to place under its management. ‘lhe grant of leases extend- 
ing beyond the period of a ward’s minority is legalized, and all arrears of rent 
on account of property under the Court’s charge can be recovered by the certi- 
ficate procedure under Act VII (B.C.) of 1868. These amendments of the law 
will remove many of the difficulties which have been felt in dealing with these 
estates. 

22. On a general review of the year’s administration as detailed in 
the report, the Licutenant-Governor is glad to be able to record an opinion that 
the management of the estates under the Court has on the whole been highly” 
creditable to the oflicers concerned, and has conduced, in no insignificant 
measure, to the welfare and prosperity of the country at large. It is estimated 
that about one-sixteenth of the revenue-paying lendod property in these 
provinces is administered by the Court of Wards. Itis no small ‘advantage 
that so considerable a proportion of the territorial area shuuld be managed on 
a system which excludes all desire of personal profit or selfish aggrandizement, 
and which labours only for the benefit of those committed to its charge. 
Instances may doubtless be pointed out where some officers have mistaken 
their duties and where others have neglected them, but these errors cannot 
long escape detection, and when detected, they are promptly remedied. The 
principles of the Court’s administration are, the Lieutenant-Govérnor believes, 
entirely sound, though the objects aimed at may sometimes be imperfectly 
realized. Such partial failures, inseparable as they are from the:working of an 
extensive and complicated system, ought not to detract from theeredit dueto 
the Court for the judgment with which it has prescribed the right methods of 
management, and the general success which has attended its efforts to carry —
